EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: deletion of the word 
"substantially" in the phrase "substantially watertight seal therewith" in part B, b, of 
claims 1 and 7, so that both claims 1 and 7 now specify that 

"(B) a water reservoir comprising (b) a substantially horizontal reservoir base 
having an uppermost and a lowermost surface, said reservoir base so dimensioned as 
to substantially extend across said reservoir body and rigidly attached to a lowermost 
extent thereof in such a manner as to form a substant i ally watertight seal therewith;" 

The application has been amended as follows: deletion of the phrase, "An 
improved water pipe comprising," in claims 3, 5, and 9, so that the claims read, "The 
improved water pipe of claim 1 wherein...". 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the allowance of the claims in this case, is the inclusion of a second passage 
in the top of the smoke and vapor chamber along with a stem that remains submerged 
in the water chamber that are included in the independent claims, in combination with 
the other elements recited, which is not found in the prior art of record. The following 
prior art is made of record and is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure: Gunn 
(US 20020074006 A1) and Schreiber et al. (US 4,253,475).
